The statement said: “At 
I heart he (Wallace) is a popu- 
list with strong tendencies in 
the direction of the collectivist 
welfare state. On some deci- 
sive public issues, for exam- 
ple the fight to work issue, 
-Wallace has not sided with 
traditional conservatism but 
with, the backers of compul- 
sory unionism.”
